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Rae Days" and Holidavs

There's been a lot of talk about 
the so called "Rae Days" and what 
they might mean to the students of 
Laurentian. Rumor has it that the 
faculty will be canceling their classes 
during the first scheduled week after 
Christmas, (January 3-9) effectively 
giving students an extra week of holi- 
days even though the university will 
be open for business. 

In the beginning, there was 
the social contract brought to you by 
the Ontario government. In an effort 
to cut public service spending, public 
employees (including university fac- 
ulty) would be given a few unpaid 
days off. These days, the "Rae Days ' 
in question, can be taken at the dis- 
cretion of the employee. It is impor- 
tant to rememberthis fact: the faculty 
are legally bound to take these days 
off and are legally entitled to take 
them whenever they choose. 

In response, and probably pro- 
test, The Laurentian University Fac- 
ulty Association (LUFA) passed a 




motion saying that faculty would take 
the first week after Christmas off. 
That week equals the four unpaid 
days off they must take. 

Enter the university. The Sen- 
ate came down on the decision of 
LUFA by saying that anyone who 
took part in this "protest" would be in 
violation of their collective agree- 
ment. (The collective agreement says 
that every faculty member must put 
in X number of "teaching days" and 



those requirements would not be filled 
by taking this action.)Further, the 
university vowed to take action 
against professors who took part. 

The argument can go either 
way. Delaying the semesterby a week 
means that students have one week 
less to get academic counseling, to 
drop or add courses and to have the 
prescribed number of assignments 
and tests. Students will have to make 
that week up somewhere. 



On the other hand Professors \ \ 
have to take these days at some point, 
and I admire those who are standing 
up and telling the government what 
they think of the whole thing. Stu- 
dents can use that week to get geared 
up for the coming semester because, 
oh by the way, if you are one of the 
unfortunates who have an exam on 
Dec. 23, you'll have a grand total of 
1 days for Christmas holidays (6 if 
you don't include weekends). 
So what happens now? There are so- 
me dissenters who will not be can-ce- 
ling their classes. There have been 
rumors of a deal being struck where- 
by faculty will take two days during 
this time peritxl and the other two at 
some other time. Some faculty are 
plarming on taking their days when 
there are scheduled to invigilate ex- 
ams. 

Speaking for myself, I'd rather have 
those four days to work on assi-gn- 
ments carried over from first semes- 
ter and be a lecture behind than have 
my Prof absent from my final exam. 
Consider this a public pleading to the 
professors to tell their classes what 
their individual action will be. Noth- 
ing will hurt the students more than 
not knowing.

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Interview With A Finance IVIinister lesspectatio

Last Thursday, the Ontario 
Minister of Finance, Floyd 
Laughren, came to Lauren- 
tian to talk about education issues, 
and presumably, to drum up some 
sort of support for the New Demo- 
crats in the provincial election that 
will be held some time in the next 
year. Mr. Laughren offered an expla- 
nation, more than anything else, about 
why his government has implemented 
certain social and financial policies, 
including increases to tuition fees. 
His main platform, amid contradic- 
tions and obfuscations, was that the 
province and the country have sur- 
vived the worst of the recession, and 
that hopefully the governments' ac- 
tions and policies will begin to show 
dividends soon. 

To begirt his speech, the 
Deputy Premier took a 
phrase from Douglas Cou- 
pland's book. Generation X.. Floyd 
referred to"lesspectations", in which, 
"people expect less than when (he) 
was in school." He was describing 
the phenomenon in which people of 
this generation, with the same educa- 



tion, are being forced to expect less 
immediate rewards than their pred- 
ecessors. There just aren't going to 
be the same immediate returns on the 
hard work and commitment involved 
in attending post-secondary institu- 
tions.

n truth, Laughren did not come 
off as entirely unsympathetic to 
students, but that would be sen- 
sible considering that the Laurentian 
University falls within his own riding 
of Nickel Belt. However, he spent 
much of his actual speech, explain- 
ing the reorganization of the public- 
sector, and vindicating Rae-days, 
perhaps one of the most controversial 
aspects of New Democratic fiscal 
planning. 

"We know that the last four years 
have been the toughest that we've 
seen in this province since the 1930s. 
That's not an exaggeration by any 
measurement you want to use. That's 
a whole generation and more that 
haven't experienced what's been go- 
ing on. And not just in Ontario, but all 
across Canada." Mr. Laughren did 
offer a convincing argument. All of 
Canada has been through terrible eco- 
nomic times, and the Ontario govern- 
ment has done its best during all of it. 
He explained that a massive restruc- 
turing of the private sector has been 
necessary, and likely, most Ontarians 
would agree. Thus, the implementa- 



n the issue of tuition, Mr. 
Laughren was similarly 
aligned. "There are no easy 
answers," he proclaimed. He, more 
than once, referred to "a balance" 
that was necessary when discussing 
student subsidies. On one hand, "Pink 
Floyd" acknowledged that "it's not 
only students. ... that benefit from 
(post-secondary education). Other 
people do too. The rest of society 
benefits from a well-educated popu- 
lation. This is why I don't think (stu- 
dents) should have to pay at all, why 
the state should continue to pay a 
share. We're all better off when you're 
better educated." But he also ac- 
knowledged that significant enroll- 
ment increases over the last few years 
have increased the demand for sub- 
sidies from the federal and provincial 
governments, even though there have 
been large increases in tuition fees. 
There is simply not enough money 
available. As Mr. Laughren lectures, 
"the eighties are gone."

Sup 



's Centre Fights 
Court Ruling

Montreal (CUP) — Concordia's 
Women's Centre has launched a pe- 
tition against a recent Supreme Court 
of Canada ruling citing extreme 
drunkenness as a defense for rape. 
The petition will be sent to federal 
Justice Minister Allan Rock. 

Program co-ordinator Emily 
Paradis says the petition is very im- 
portant as an educational and em- 
powerment tool. 

"I don't have a lot of faith in 
the legal system to rectify the situa- 
tion of violence against women on its 
own," Paradis said. 

"The petition might make a 
difference most importantly as an 
educational tool, so that men and 
women will start talking about what 
role misogyny and alcohol play in 
their lives. The petition is also very 
empowering because it allows peo- 
ple to take a stance on this issue." 

The Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled that 72-year old Henri Daviault 
could use extreme drunkenness as a 
defense for rape. 

Daviault is accused of raping 
a 65-year old woman after consum- 
ing seven oreight beers and 40 ounces 
of brandy. A Quebec Superior Court 
found him not guilty, but a new trial 
in the Quebec Court of Appeals later 
found him guilty. It held that extreme 
intoxication — equal to insanity — 
cannot be used as a defense for sexual 
assault. 

However, when Daviault ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of 



Canada, it ordered a new trial based 
on the ruling that extreme intoxica- 
tion can be used as a defense for 
sexual assault, with the burden of 
proof resting on the accused. 

Justice Minister Allan Rock 
has promised to study the implica- 
tions of the judgment. He plans to 
release a paper discussing how to 
stiffen penalties for criminal intoxi- 
cation. 

Estel gravel. Crown Prosecu- 
tor responsible for the Montreal court 
house sexual assault case team, feels 
the ruling won't pose a problem. 

"I don't see a big problem 
because it's very limited, very re- 
strained. We're talking about an ex- 
treme drunkenness, equivalent to 
automatism or mental alienation. To 
use this defense, the witness will have 
to prove that it was extreme drunken- 
ness with an expert," Gravel said. 

"It won'tbe possible formost 
people to this defense because it's 
necessary to prove that you aren't 
there in your mind." 

Despite claims to the rarity 
for sexual assault, women's groups 
are more worried about the social 
implications of the decision. 

"The decision implies an ex- 
cuse for sexual as?;; jlt. It matters 
very little how the court interprets the 
decision if men think it gives them a 
license for sexual assault," Paradis 
said. 

Michelle Seguin, co-ordinator 
at the Office of Status for Women at 
Concordia, agrees that rape is inde- 
fensible. 

"It's not adisease; it's a delib- 
erate choice. Intoxicated or not, a 
person is responsible for their ac- 
tions," she said. 

But according to Gravel, a 
person might be too drunk to know 



his or her intention 

"To commit a crime we have 
to do something knowing it's bad. 
Sometimes we are unable to prove 
the intention. In a crime it's neces- 
sary to prove the act and the inten- 
tion," Gravel said. 

The ruling will be applied to 
other crimes as well, she added. 

"If it was murder, for exam- 
ple, he will be fined for manslaugh- 
ter, not murder, and it's the same 
thing with sexual assault. It will only 
be used as a defense in extreme drunk- 
eimess." 

But Seguin is worried that this 
law could undermine the problem of 
sexual assault and violence against 
women. According to Seguin, women 
will not be treated fairly. 

"Sexual assault won't be con- 
sidered as serious as a crime so this 
law is like going back. The Supreme 
Court did say that it applies to all 
crimes, we know that, but sexual as- 
sault won't be treated the same way," 
Seguin said. 

In the meantime, the Wom- 
en's Centre will continue its protest 
efforts. Paradis plans to bring up the 
issue at the annual December 6 dem- 
onstration which protests all forms of 
violence against women. 

"We are presently trying to 
educate people on campus about the 
link between alcohol and date rape. 
We know that the judges said that 
drunkenness will hardly ever be used 
as defense since a certain amount of 
drunkenness is required," Paradis 
said. 

"Despite that, men may still 
use it as a license to get drunk and 
rape somebody. So it's not only the 
legal ramifications we're protesting 
— it's the social ramifications as 
well."

this, during the 
question period 
which preceded the 
speech, he had ex- 
plained that respon- 
se from his constitu- 
ents, presumably 
here in Sudbury, a 
few years ago indi- 
cated that there was 
a large lack of sup- 
port for tuition free- 
zes or reductions. 
He said that "people 
have been telling me 
and telling others 
that post-secondary 
students should 
count theirblessings 
because they're the

It's clear that, 
like any politician, Mr. Laughren lis- 
tens to the opinions of those who 
elect him, even if he knows that those 
opinion are naive and reactionary. 
Futhermore, it's good to know that 
Laurentian students have the support 
of the community that will someday 
be running.

r. Laughren admitted that 
Canada would be in a bad 
situation in the world 
technological and financial markets 
if only a small percentage of the popu- 
lation were university and college 
educated. "In the future, competi- 
tiveness is not going to be measured 
by how low your wage rate is in your 
country, it's going to be measured by 
the skills of the people " in the work 
force. He adds, "if we falter on our 
post-secondary education and our 
other programs, then we're in trou- 



ble, competitively, I believe. That's 
another reason for making sure we 
don't allow post-secondary educa- 
tion to be accessible only to people 
who have a lot of money." 

Clearly, generalization, con- 
tradiction and obfuscation are what 
drive the political apparatus. Al- 
though Mr. Laughren did offer that, 
economically, the province is im- 
proving, and he did make the effort to 
empathize with students, he did not 
show any recourse to Lloyd Axwor- 
thy's federal government proposal 
which would increase tuition by as 
much as 1 00 percent. "If the Axwor- 
thy proposals go through, it would 
have a substantial effect on tuition 
fees, in our view, and we, as a prov- 
ince, cannot pick up the tab job every 
decision that the federal government 
makes."

Steve Cardinali and myself met 
with Ray Bonin, our local MP, 
last Monday. We had been 
hoping that this meeting would have 
given us a little insight into the mys- 
terious world of Social Policy Re- 
form. We were somewhat disap- 
pointed. No, let me rephrase that, we 
are really no farther ahead than be- 
fore the meeting. Unless of course, 
you count the frustration level. 

Mr. Bonin informed us that 
he no longer sits on the 
Human Resources com- 
mittee which produced the discus- 
sion paper. However, he did sit on it 
until Sept, so he had been involved 
with the hearings, and had listened to 
all the presentations. I say listened, 
because I'm not convinced that he 
heard a word of it. He let us know 
right off that he was not prepared to 
answer questions, but would rather 
hear out comments which he would 
then relay to the appropriate bodies. 

Steve and I asked questions anyway. 
Then we gave our comments. For us, 
it was just as important to hear his o- 
pinions on a number of issues which 
concerned us. We talked about things 
like the income contingency loans, 
privatized student loans, privatized 
universities, and the "Learning Pass- 
port" mentioned in the discussion 
paper. Needless to say, the only thing 
which surprised us about the respon- 
ses was the inconsistency. Some of 
these issues are favored bv Mr. Bonin. 



onin on Education 

and others are not. Some of these 
opinions contradict themselves. 



Let's begin with student loans 
and the govt. Mr. Bonin as 
sured us that the current sys- 
tem will remain in place. Income 
contingency will be a fund of new 
money (?), which will be available to 
those who are not eligible or do not li- 
ke the old system. Regardless of how 
many times Steve and I pointed out 
that the "new money" was the cash 
transfer from the Federal govt which 
had been occurring for years, he still 
insisted that it was new money. Ac- 
cording the Mr. Bonin, there is no 
question that in 10 years, the Federal 
govt will be entirely out of the Educa- 
tion business. Several comments we- 
re made to the effect that if this pro- 
posed funding formula for ICRP was 
unacceptable to students, that's OK, 
it is $2.2 billion which can be used 
elsewhere. When questioned about 
the students ability to pay back the 
ICRP loan, the issue of interest le- 
vels, and the ever growing debt, Mr. 
Bonin suggested that students who 
think it is going to take a long time to 
pay back that loan, should go to an- 
other institution, and take out a loan 
to pay for their student loans. You do 
the math. I think you '11 come up with 
the same answer I did. Students are 
still losing BIG! ' '-^— f 
We spent a great deal of time discuss- 
ing the issue of banks issuing student 
loans which are not guaranteed by 
the govt. One of the important things, 
I felt, was to mention the horrible fai- 
lure this system has been for students 
of Nova Scotia. A large number of

students who would have qualified 
for loans under the old system were 
turned down, due to a poor credit 
rating. A poor credit rating may re- 
sult from a late payment of a phone 
bill, or missing a payment on a credit 
card, simple things, which are cer- 
tainly not to be taken lightly, but are 
facts of everyday life for many stu- 
dents. Mr. Bonin agreed with the 
banks, that these people are poor in- 
vestments, and not a good risk, and 
should not be eligible for student 
loans. At this point my nostrils began 
to flare!! I asked for clarification. 
What I was hearing was that people 
with poorcredit histories do not deser- 
ve access to education. Mr. Bonin 
suggested that these people deserve 
to be educated, but do not deserve to 
receive a loan to fund theireducation. 
Sounds like the same thing to me. 

Changing topics, to save our 
sanity, we questioned Mr. 
Bonin on the concept of a 
"Learning Passport", which is outli- 
ned in the discussion paper. I asked 
how they planned to ensure equal 
quality across the board, in all prov- 
inces, amongst all institutions, if the 
Federal govt planned to no longer be 
involved with Education. Mr. Bonin 
quickly admitted that this would be 
very difficult and hard to control. He 



stated that it is an ideal, but that it 
would not really be the problem of 
the Feds anymore, it would be up to 
the provinces to reach agreements. 



A few other things were dis 
cussed which resulted in no 
answers, and little sense for 
that matter. Steve raised a point sur- 
rounding the govt numbers which 
state that only 26% of students rely 
on student aid. It was pointed out that 
although this may be a national aver- 
age, Mr. Bonin represents students in 
Northern Ont, where that number is 
62%. We asked that he pass on this 
information, and consider the conse- 
quences for people in his riding. His 
response was along the lines of, we 
can't just fix the system for one area, 
or interest group. It has to be done for 
the nation as a whole. Fair enough, 
we could accept that, but should you 
not be speaking up on issues which 
are going to have serious detrimental 
effects on the region you represent. 
Should we accept something which 
may be great for Alb, but screw over 
Northern Ont. We think not. 
I asked for his opinion on privatiza- 
tion of Uni. Surprisingly enough, af- 
ter all the other disturbing things he 
said, Mr. Bonin, and I quote, "would 
hate to see it happen"!!!!! Finally. 
This was just about the only thing we 



agreed upon during the entire hour 
we spent with him. 
On a positive note, we could all agree, 
"absolutely", that society as a whole, 
benefits from an educated society. 
He thinks that the discussion paper is 
reflective of that. Unfortunately, we 
don't think so. 

In closing, we congratulate Mr. 
Bonin, and the Federal govt for 
taking the time and effort to dis- 
tribute this first as a discussion paper. 
We are pleased to see that they are ta- 
king the time to speak with the gene- 
ral population that elected them and 
looking for input into the policies 
they wish to implement. We will re- 
serve full congratulations until we 
find out if all this consultation mat- 
ters. Somehow, I think they are likely 
to ask us, then pass their policies, 
saying that we really didn't under- 
stand what it is they were trying to do. 
But, until then, we will continue to 
provide input. 

A public forum will be held on Fri 
Nov 25 in the student centre. Mr. Bo- 
nin will be on hand to hear presenta- 
tions on the Social Policy Reform pa- 
per. He is not prepared to answer 
questions, but will listen to what we 
have to say. If you are interested in 
making a presentation, please con- 
tact either Steve or my self in the SGA 
office. If not, please come out and 
listen, and Get the Facts! 



L.U. Allocated Infrastructure Funds

Health Minister Diane Mar- 
leau and MPP Sharon Murdock were 
on hand Thurs Nov 10 to announce 
the allocation of almost $2.7 million 
of infrastructure money to projects at 
L. U. and Cambrian College. 

Laurentian's allocation of 
$ 1 ,5 1 5,000 will go to projects inclu- 
ding the replacement of the gymna- 
sium floor in the Ben Avery Physical 
Education Complex, repairing venti- 
lation systems in two laboratories 
and renovations to the R.D. Parker 
Building including an elevator and 
floor upgrades. It is estimated that 
this work will create 2 1 5 person weeks 
of work which will be beginning 
shortly. 



At the same time, Cambrian 
College will be granted $1,174,200 
to enhance the Special Needs Re- 
gional Resource Centre. In total, this 
announcement means an additional 
47 jobs to tlie area. 

During Thursday ' s press con- 
ference, Diane Marleau called atten- 
tion to the gains that have been made 
by the Canada' Ontario Infrastructure 
Works Program saying that it is a 
good example of "different levels of 
government working together". 

Sharon Murdock, who was 
also on hand announced that $2. 1 
billion has been allocated to various 
sectors of the province including 
municipalities, boards, universities 
and colleges through the program. 

Dr. Ross Paul, President of 
Laurentian University, sighted three 



significant aspects of the allocation 
of these funds. First, he concurred 
with Ms. Marleau that the allocation 
of Infrastructure funds represents 
cooperative federalism that works. 
Secondly he pointed out the improve- 
ments that would come about as a 
result of these new projects saying 
that they will make a "tremendous 
difference" to the university. Third, 
Dr. Paul acknowledges the benefits 
of creating new jobs for the region. 
Canada/Ontario Infrastruc- 
ture Works is a shared cost program 
between the federal and provincial 
levels of government and local con- 
tributors. The aim is to create new 
jobs by allocating funds to projects of 
local concern. The projects at 
Laurentian and Cambrian are ex- 
pected to be completed by Dec. 1995.

Youth Serv ice kicks into high gear

Ottawa - Lloyd Axworthy, Minister 
for Human Resources Development 
Canada, and Ethel Blondin-Andrew, 
the Secretary of State for Training 
and Youth, today announced the start 
of the regular operational phase of 
Youth Service Canada (YSC) by is- 
suing a call for project proposals. 

From the YSC lead-site 
project at the Rideau Street Youth 
Initiative in Ottawa, Axworthy 
pointed to Youth Service Canada as 
an example of a social program that 
solves problems by investing in peo- 
ple's futures. "We are helping young 
people to gain work experience and 
job skills that will open doors to the 
world of work and create a feeling of 
independence - a "can do' attitude," 
said Axworthy. By creating opportu- 
nity, investing in people and forging 
new community-based partnerships. 
Youth Service Canada demonstrates 
some of the key principles for im- 



proving social security in Canada. 

"Youth Service Canada per- 
sonifies young people who stand 
prouder, walk taller and speak with 
greater confidence about the good 
they can accomplish for themselves 
and theircommunities," said Blondin- 
Andrew from the YSC lead-site 
project at the Public Housing Lit- 
eracy Project in Toronto, as she called 
on communities to plant that seed of 
hope in the young people. 

Any community-based group, 
band council or other organization 
interested in youth and community 
development can apply to sponsor a 
Youth Service Canada project. Ap- 
plications and guidelines are now 
available through Canada Employ- 
ment Centers (CECs), which are listed 
under "Human Resources" in the 
Government of Canada pages of your 
telephone book. Project proposals 
will be welcome on an ongoing in- 
take basis with projects in the first 
part of the operational phase expected 
to be underway earl> in 1995. 

Youth Service Canada is al- 
ready making a difference. Instead 
of feeling like victims of unemploy- 



ment, out-of-work youth become vic- 
tors. For example, a Youth Service 
Canada lead-site project sponsored 
by the Family Service Bureau of 
Regina helps teen mothers gain per- 
sonal and job skills, and at the same 
time strengthens their sense of ac- 
complishment and self-esteem. Said 
one 19-year-old participant, "If this 
program wasn't here, I don't know 
what I would have done." 

Youth Service Canada has a 
1994-95 budget of $25 million, of 
which $ 1 5 million is budgeted for the 
regular operational phase. The re- 
mainder is being spent on the 67 lead- 
site projects now underway and in- 
volving 1,100 out of school, out of 
work young jjeople 1 8 to 24 years of 
age. 

Funding for this program was 
provided for in the February 1994 
federal budget and is therefore built 
into the existing fiscal framework. 
Today's announcement is an exam- 
ple of how this government is 
prioritizing its spending to betterserve 
Canadians by making efficient use of 
tax dollars.

The guys (singer 
Gerald Eaton, guitarists James McCollum and 
Brian West, keyboardist Jon (Jo) Levine, bass- 
ist Jason (Ja) Levine, and drummer Craig 
Hunter) were kind enough to let me interrupt 
their eating and answer a few questions 
L: Have any of you guys been reading Plato at 
all? 

GE: I see you've done your research. Now, 
you are ready for the next level. (Laughter) A 
lot of us have read Plato. I was actually a 
political science major, and I'm sure... 
Jo: Which puts the onus on you... 
GE: I'll field this one. It was just a joke at first, 
that was the idea, and, after we stopped 
laughing. ..The name is just based on Plato's 
theory where a group of elites should rule 
society, so it v/as kind of a pompous joke, 
although, we thought of world domination. 
(Laughs) 

L: You guys all knew each other through 
school, right? 

BW: Basically, yeah. Jay and Don and Gerald 
and I have known each other since high school, 
and the rest, we met in Jazz school. 
L: I had actually seen you guys on MuchMusic, 
I guess it was a year ago, the name of the video 
was "What have you done with..." 
ALL: ...Buddy Boldin's Body." 
L: Can that be found on any other release that 
you have out? 

JA: That, well, only I know where it is. No, 
that's not on anything that's released. We're 
just sort of in a different place now. 
JO: There were a whole bunch of songs that 
we'd written, about fifteen or twenty songs, 
and we got signed on the basis of those songs, 
and I think two of them are on the album, and 
the rest have been written after we kind 
of.. .Everything's happened soquickly, in terms 



of the progression of the band. I think that the 
songs that we were writing at that time were 
sort of in a different vein. 
L: So no plans of releasing those? 
JO: Well, there's no plans, but it's not impos- 
sible. A lot of the time, a lot of the songs on the 
album, we find we rework the songs all the 
time. Month to month, a song could sound 
completely different. We just start to impro- 
vise live, and it comes out differently all the 
time. 

L: Why does the Philosopher Kings exist in the 
form that it does? Why did you decide to come 
out with the musical sound that you have? 
JO: The thing is, it's what we like. That's our 
background. We're trained in Jazz. 
L: There are a lot of different styles evident on 
the album. Has that been a problem for you 
guys, or more of a boon? 
BW: I don't know. I think that at first we 
thought it was going to be a problem, but, out 
to be kind of a plus. What I find is that the stuff 
we were originally doing was more varied; 
from song to song it would sound different. 
You could hear one style clearly in one song, 
and a different style in another song. Now it 
seems.. .my perception of the album is that it 
seems like every song is a whole bunch of 
things together instead of it being song to song. 
There is a lot of different influences for sure, 
everything from jazz to hip-hop to rap, what- 
ever... 

JO: I think a lot of it has to do with the fact that 
we're very new. I mean, we've only been 
together a year-and-a-half. But I think the 
reason why there is a drastic difference be- 
tween what you might have seen with "Buddy 
Boldin" is that it takes time to fall into a 
direction.

Anyone who remembers the 
first issue of Lambda this year may 
recall Mr. Loewenberg's comment 
about how a review of the latest 
Tom Cruise flick would not be 
printed. Well, too bad, here it is. 

Much anticipation has sur- 
rounded the cinematic release of 
Anne Rice's Interview With The 
Vampire starring Tom Cruise, Brad 
Pitt, Antonio Banderas, Christian 
Slater and Kirsten Dunst. 

Perhaps it is because contro- 
versy has surrounded this movie 
from the very beginning. First, Rice 
very vocally disapproved of the cast- 
ing of Cruise as Lestat, as did many 
of her fans. After the film was made 
and she saw a preview, she took 
back her statement, saying the cast- 
ing couldn't have been better. Sec- 
ond, the role of the Interviewer had 
to be recast halfway through the 
making due to the untimely death of 
River Phoenix. 

As a whole, I thought the 
movie was excellent. The scenery 
and costumes were fantastic and the 



music added a haunting effect. Rice 
did the screenplay herself so the movie 
was very much like the book with 
only a few discrepancies. For exam- 
ple, in the movie Louis (Brad Pitt) 
mourns the loss of his wife and child, 
in the book, it is his brother who dies. 

Another excellent aspect to 
the movie was the casting. Kirsten 
Dunst was phenomenal as Claudia, 
the child vampire with the mind of a 
woman who becomes the "daughter" 
ofLestat and Louis. Christian Slater 
wonderfully fit the part of the Inter- 
viewer although I spent a great deal 
of time trying to picture River Phoe- 
nix in the role. Antonio Bandera 
(who looks a bit too much like the 
lead singer of Extreme) was well 
suited, but a little old for the role of 
the four hundred year old vampire, 
Armand. 

The most surprising perform- 
ances however were that of Tom 
Cruise and Brad Pitt. Cruise, as the 
elegant, snobbish vampire Lestat, did 
an excellent job despite the initial 
disapproval of Rice and her fans. 



This performance, I'm sure will show 
the world that he is more than just a 
pretty face. 

With everyone's attention fo- 
cused on Cruise, people seem to for- 
get Brad Pitt. He was the perfect 
Louis with just the right combination 
of good looks and charm coupled 
with a troubled quality that is evident 
in the pages of Rice's novel. 

This movie has everything. It 
is frightening, with a few good "jump- 
out-of-your-seat" moments and yet 
sad in parts. There are also several 
downright funny spots. (There are 
also several examples of really great 
hair which I think is a bit of a travesty 
because they are all oh men with the 
exception of Claudia). 

The only problem I had with 
this movie was the scene where Lestat 
flew.
